his diatribe against her attorney for calling upon 
the jury to disbeljeve the evidence of prohibition 


agents. The judge counseled the defendant to ob- 
tain another lawyer and told the latter, apparent- 
ly with judicial approval, that such a speech 
against prohibition agents, if given in Texas, 
would have resulted in an assault upon the law- 
yer by prohibition agents. The judge’s words are 
given an added fofee from the fact that prohibi- 
tion agents have consistently avoided punishment 
for their violations of the law by recourse 

the federal courts.

They, being 
in a mood of Fascist exhilaration and imperialistic 
realism, admit it. are jeering at the treaty 
they will sign and at the country which sent its 
innocent secretary of state abroad with such a 
document. 

Poland maintains a state of war in the captured 
city of Vilna, taken from the Lithuanians. Rou- 
mania is punishing Hungarians for speaking their 
native tongue. The theft of land and the coercion 
of people fill Europe with cries of protest, with 
rage, and longing for revenge and retaliation.

POLICE IN CIVILIZED 
COMMUNITIES. | 

Chicago, Aug. 23.—Tue has 
had a great dear to say about the shoot- 
ing of offenders or suspects who refused 
to halt at the command of dry officers, 
whose rank is similar to, if they are not 
in fact, United States deputy marshals. 
Today there appears another long édito- 
rial in which the following astonishing 
statemént is made: 

“The incident is only one of many 
which show the dry enforcement agents 
of the federal government are acting in 
a spirit of ruthlessness which is exhib- 


ited by no other police in a civilized 
community.” 

On the contrary, the files of Tus 
TRIBUNE itself show that this “ spirit 
of ruthlessness” is being exhibited by 
‘the police right here in the city of 
Chicago and THS TRIBUNE has never 
uttered a word of protest.

More and more we hear of the eat- 
ing of that fairy sized delicacy, 4 
chicken’s brain.

In- 
deed, in any fair and seemly treat- 
ment of the chicken, which is per- 
haps hardly more than 1 per cent of 
all the treatment given this enormous- 
lly popular food bird—popular in spe- 
cial] or in peculiarly national ways 
among almost every fairly civilized 
nation of the earth—not a bone of 
the fowl is wasted. There may be, 
indeed, an almost total utiliziation of 
bone and limb and internal ofgan. 
The feet. and ‘shanks of a chicken 
are but gelatin rather firmly set and 
easily brought back, largely, to that 
stage again. As gelatinous substance 
they make velvet smooth both the 
broth and the gravy.

Liver Arrives. 
Always used in giblet gravy, and 
under the wing of the English roast- 
ing chicken, the liver of the chicken 
recently has come into its own, or at 
any rate into extended use as a broil- 
ing bit. Those who cater expensively 
to the public have played up broiled 
chicken livers at exceedingly 
prices, and butchers whose places can 
but be recognized as low grade, ex- 
tloit the livers, which customers have 
paid for and perhaps are not expert 
or sophisticated enough to use, by 
putting them cn sale in a leaky mess, 
at a price per pound. 
It is exceedingly easy to fall into 
using Jeremiads in writing of prac- 
tices in chicken handling and cook- 
ing. No other meat is so frequently 
degraded in shocking fashions. Even 
high class chickens may lose half 
their flavor, and be wasted in every 
conceivable fashion, in the processes 
that finally bring them to the table. 
There are inconceivable differences be- 
tween the graded, dry picked, dry 
packed immaculate chickens of high 
class trade and those of low grade 
or low graded by handling. Some of 
these differences are too dreadful to 
mention, and besides who can influ- 
ence a great careless buying public 
to ask for flayorsome and wholesome 
chickens only? The difference in cost 
between the best and the poorest is 
often but slight, while the difference 
in quality and food safeness is enor

Chicken Supreme. 


The supremely dainty part of a 


chicken—according to all general opin- 


ion—is the breast, or, when it is cut 


off in fillets, the supreme. There are 


forty or miore ways of dressing that 
part alone, and they are mestly in the 
nature of frying. In top of the stove 
frying this part can be browned de 
liciously, because it can be so cut as 
to give surfaces that will touch the 
pan almost entirely as it is cooked 
now on one side and now on another. 
The more of the pan touched by the 
meat, the finer the cream sauce or 
gravy will be. The flour and meat 


juices which blend with the fat and 
are browned, gently always, so as not 


to dry the meat, when dissolved in 


boiling water, just a bit, into which 
cream is stirred and then cooked for 
about five minutes, ought to yield a 
sauce supreme. The flour thickens 
it. But. to add this to the breast and 
allow the»steaming process to do its 
worst is to run. the risk of getting 
something as stringy as boiled beef. 


Pan Citclién Tears 


If you do your own dissecting you 


need not wash chicken livers, but 
otherwise you must. Then wipe dry, 
cut them in two, and put them into a 
pan in which there is a bit of well 
seasoned fat, hot as it can be with- 
out smoking—home rendered lard, and 
only a bit of it, is good. Lower the 
fire so that the fat will not smoke, 
and cook for four minutes to a side. 
This meat is so tender that it can be 
thus cooked in this easiest way— 
wher the cook is careful, and be su- 
perior to any broiled, especially if in 
the broiling it has got burned edges 
which come off in the butter used to 
dress it after it is cooked. You may 
serve it with lemon juice.

“The Cardinal’s. Mistress” is the 
most over-keyed tale that has come | 
this way since mediocre writers began 
trying to do the thing the elder Dumas 
did. Literarily, it is the work of a 
freshman in high school. Its only in- 
terest for readers today is the fact 
that Mussolini wrote it. 


~ 
Even that is not entirely a fair 


‘| statement, for “The Cardinal's Mis- 


tress"’ was written when Mussolini 
was a handy boy—aged 26—about the 
Socialist paper, Il Popolo, and it was 
used as a serial in that paper. It 
was probably written just as a pot- 
boiler and as nothing more. To have 
it emerge a serious literary effort ! 
is something in the way of a shame. 
As a joke Il Duce might have had it 
reprinted as an example of his own 
early reactions to corruptness in poli- 
tics and religion. He might have dis- 
irfbuted it among his friends to make 
them laugh and among his enemies | 
to keep them from taking it seriously. 
But published as it has been, quite 
seriously as a literary effort of a 
world figure’s youth—and just before 
his autobiography is published in its 
permanent form [this fall]—it cannot 
be treated like another Daisy Ash- 
ford. 

It isn’t another Daisy Ashford, for 
it completely and wholly lacks humor. 
The writing in it is littke more ma- 
ture, however. 


“The Cardinal’s Mistress” is, in- 
evitably,. being taken seriously. Long’ 
editorials are being written in the 
name of book reviews explaining how 
the book reflects the dictator's atti- 
tude toward various phases of Italian 
life. All of which seems very silly 
indeed, for the book obviously was 
written to give a little light reading 
in a serious journal. In an introduc-

The author wanted many 
times during the course of the tale 
to end the yarn and kill off his 
heroine [whom he really likes—for he 
makes her the least villainous char- 
acter in the scheme] but the editor 
would say “For heaven’s sake, don’t.

That is as good a criti- 
cism as any one could write of the 
book—it -was, and time has not 
changed its state—a potboiler.

ing. Jack took counts ranging from 
four to nine. Petrolle tried every 
trick he knew to stop his opponent. 
He measured the Englishman. He 
pushed him away and then shot rights 
to the jaw and lefts to the stomach. 
Jack went down under the series of 
punches but he always managed to 
get to his feet and instinctively fight 
Shortly after the bell sounded for 
the opening of the first round, Petrolle 
shot two hard lefts to the pit of the 
stomach. Quick as a flash, he crossed 
a terrific right to the jaw and Jack 
went down for the first time. It was 
those three blows which started the
